Work on the new Pennington 
commercial bakery, replacing the 
Clinton Ave. plant destroyed by a 
$500.000 fire June 9, will s t a r t 
Monday. 
Morgan B. Pennington, president 
of Pennington Bread Inc., announc 
ed Thursday that a contract for 
the new building has been award­ 
ed to the A. L. Rhoads Construction 
Co., 1310 Washington Ave. No cost 
figure was announced. 
The new streamlined p l a n t, 
which will concentrate Penning­ 
ton production oper a t i o n s in 
Washington C. H., will be erect­ 
ed on the company’s westside 
property but wifi be substantially 
larger than the former building. 
Of 
masonry 
construction, 
the 
new plant will provide 53,000 square 
feet of floor space as compared 
with 35,000 square feet in the old 
building. The company said earlier 
that its production in Washington 
C. H. will be approximately one- 
third greater than before the fire 
with a consequent increase in em­ 
ployment when the new plant is in 
operation — possibly within s i x 
months. Pre - fire employ m e n t 
was approximately 200.

THE PENNINGTON CORP. an­ 
nounced on July 27 that it would 
rebuild here after the Washington

Suez Canal Conference Under W ay in London 


LONDON (B — The Western Big 
Three proposed today that the op­ 
eration of the Suez Canal be made 
the responsibility of an 
interna­ 
tional board, including Egypt link­ 
ed to the United Nations. 
U, S. .Secretary of State Dul­ 
les, on behalf of the 
United 
States, France and Britain, pre­ 
sented a four-point plan for solv­ 
ing the international crisis blown 
up by Egyptian President Nass­ 
er’s nationalization of the water­ 
way. 
Dulles told the 22-nation Suez 
conference the board proposed by 
the West would be established by 
treaty and would provide for op­ 
eration of the canal in accordance 


with the 1888 Constantinople con- j 
vention. 
The plan would insure that the 
board could not be dominated by 
any single power or group of pow­ 
ers and would open the canal to 
all powers.

It is the opening of the annual 
hay fever season, when man’s 
best friend is no longer his dog 
but his pocket handkerchief or 
the nearest air conditioning ma­ 
chine. 
For the next month the land 
will resound with the wheezing 
and sneezing of more than five 
million U. S. victim s of this pe­ 
culiar allergy, which seem s to 
be as old and as mysterious of 
origin as man him self. 
Beware the watery eyed suf­ 
ferer for the next 31 days. Avoid 
the m ischievous 
temptation 
to 
tell him that hay fever, like sea 
sickness, is all in the mind, or 
that “ it’s no worse than an ordi­ 
nary cold ” 
Hay fever is no 
joke 
to 
the 
irían who has it. Nor is it any 
joke to industry. The U. S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service estim ates hay 
fever costs 24.750,000 lost work 
days each summer. 
Dr. Rudolph L. 
Mayer, 
dis­ 
coverer of pyribenzime, an anti­ 
histamine used in its treatment, 


lists allergies (hay fever 
is 
a 
leading form) among the first 
three chronic diseases in Amer­ 
ica, exceeded in number of cas­ 
es only by heart ailments and 
mental illness. 
“Actually, the first hay fever 
sym ptom s were 
described 
by 
physicians in Greece five cen 
tunes before the time of Christ, ” 
said Dr. Mayer. 
These 
ancient 
doctors 
pre­ 
scribed remedies of arserdc and 
belladonna to ease the discom ­ 
fort. and arsenic is still used in 
some patent medicines today in 
the form of Fowler's solution. 
Hay fever is 
peculiarly 
preva­ 
lent in America 
oddly enough, 
because of our prosperity. It is 
caused by airborne giant rag­ 
weed pollen 
In Europe and As­ 
ia, where alm ost every scrap of 
land is carefully tilled, there is 
no place for ragweed to spread, 
and the incidence of hay fever is 
low But here ragweed has bour­ 
geoned on acres spared from the 
plow, and all attempts to stamp 
it out have failed. 
Antihistamines, which at first 


seem ed to offer 
a 
satisfactory 
way of alleviating the discom ­ 
forts of hay fever, turned out to 
have a drawback. 
They 
made 
some people sleepy, thus were 
potentially dangerous to truck 
drivers, 
salesmen 
and 
others 
who spend long hours 
on 
the 
highways. 
Now a new drug called phma- 
sm, a combination of antihista­ 
mines and ritalin, a stimulant 
against fatigue and mental de­ 
pression, has 
been 
introduced. 
Dr. Jerom e J. Sievers. chief of 
the allergy service at Los Ange­ 
les Children's 
Hospital, 
tested 
the drug* and found it gave relief 
in many cases and had few side 
effects. 
But all present forms of treat­ 
ment are palliative 
only. 
No 
real cure has been found, and 
none is on the horizon. 
There is one surefire prescrip­ 
tion for beating hay fever, but 
it’s hard to follow. 
Hole up in an air-filtered room, 
hang a “ Do not disturb” sign on 
the door, and hibernate there un­ 
til the season is over. 


Truman's Party Influence 


No one can accurately forecast 
the full effect of Harry Truman's 
endorsement of Averell Harnman 
until after election day. 
What it m eans im m ediately is 
that Truman has attempted to fill 
an obvious vacuum in the Dem- 
has asserted leadership. During 
the next day or two, his leader­ 
ship m ay or may not be follow­ 
ed. If it is, not only will Harri- 
man be nominated but Truman 
will decide what the platform ot 
the D em ocratic Party is to be 
and what the legislative program 
is to be in the event the Demo­ 
crats are successful in the presi­ 
dential election. 
Truman has a reputation as a 
sm art politician. In 1948. both the 
Republicans and Dem ocrats were 
sure that Truman w o u l d be 
defeated and 
that 
Thomas 
E 
Dewey would be elected, Truman 
took that certainty in his stride. 
He went to the people and Dewey 
was defeated. 
In 1952, Truman could have run 
despite 
the 
22nd 
Amendment 
which did not apply to him.. But 
Truman could not have been re­ 
elected in 1952 and he knew it. He 
did not run. Stevenson did and 
was defeated. 
Truman obviously does not like 
Stevenson, possibly because of 
his egghead polish which does not 
fit w ell on a Midwestern per­ 
sonality. And when he drops his 
mannerisms, what rem ains is not 
as attractive. At any 
rate, 
in 
1952, Stevenson kept Harry Tru­ 
man out of the cam paign until 
it was very late, too late. Eisen­ 
hower did better by Robert A. 
Taft, bringing him into the cam ­ 
paign from, the very start and 
giving him the widest latitude. So 
the Republicans w ere united, but 
the Dem ocrats were split asun­ 
der. And it can be assumed that 
Harry Truman never forgot Stev­ 
enson’s coldness to him. H arry 
is the sort of person who does 
not forget. 
One important difference be­ 
tween Stevenson and T r u m a n 
may be summarized in the word, 
moderation. Harry Truman does 
not know what that word means. 
He believes that to defeat an op­ 
ponent, it is necessary to fight 
him with every weapon in the 
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arsenal, to knock him down and 
out, if possible. He believes that 
the Dem ocrats can defeat the 
Republicans no matter who runs 
on the Republican ticket, but such 
a defeat can only be accomplish­ 
ed if the Dem ocrats fight hard 
Harry Truman does not like a 
polite fighter. He has said so 
many tim es. 


That is 
why 
Harry 
Truman 
wants to be in the campaign. He 
wants to be an active man in 
the campaign. He wants to make 
speeches all over the country. He. 
can do that if Harrimao runs; 
he cannot do that if Stevenson 
runs. Harriman does not resent 
Truman's increasing popularity; 
Stevenson seeks public acclaim 
for him self. 
I witnessed n sim ilar incident 
in the 1936 and 1940 campaigns 
when Herbert Hoover was given 
the cold shoulder by the Republi­ 
cans, Although Hoover made a 
speech in 1940 at the Republican 
convention at Philadelphia, the 
microphones were spiked so that 
he could not be heard a few feet 
from where he stood. I had an 
opportunity to 
investigate 
that 
situation. 
Hoover’s speech was a fiasco 
and it was planned that way. 
But there was a huge host of 
Republicans who resented the in­ 
dignity to Hoover and they sat on 
their hands during the campaign. 
It was an unorganzed sit-down 
strike and Roosevelt was elect­ 
ed for a third term despite the 
long American tradition against 
it. 
Hoover survived the insults of 
those years and is today the most 
respected man in his party. Har­ 
ry Truman, among Democrats, 
holds a position of affection and 
honor. He has handled himself 
with dignity out of the presiden­ 
cy. He m ay not 
be 
the 
only 
Democrat who can lead a split 
party, but he is one of the few 
who can. 
The major problem that faces

the Democrats is unity. They do 
not have even a sem blance of 
unity now. It could be that Har 
ry Truman will produce party 
unity; it could be that as a re 
suit of his inter v e n t i o n, the 
breach between the North and 
South will widen. 
But no one will succeed in les­ 
sening Harry Truman's popular­ 
ity now that it has been re-as 
serted. 


There are other possible lead 
ers: Senator 
Lyndon 
Johnson, 
Governor Frank C l e m e n t and 
possibly even some presently un­ 
appreciated personality who will 
em erge in the next day or two. 
A party must have leadership: it 
must appear at this convention.

Without an adeq u a t e blood 
supply you'll die. 
An adequate blood supply is 
essential to the various individual, 
p a rts of your body. For without it 
they also will die. This usually 
m eans gangrene and a serious 
th reat to your life. 


Many Causes 
A rterial occlusion, the sudd e n 
blocking of this blood supply to a 
limb, can be caused by a num­ 
ber of things. 
Symptoms vary, of course. 
In about half of the cases, there 
is sudden and extrem e pain. If an 
extrem ity is affected, it usually 
will become pale and you will feel 
numbness as well as a tingling 
sensation. 
Only a doctor is qualified to 
tre a t this serious situation. But 
there are certain things the pa­ 
tient’s fam ily should know. 


To Aid Blood Flow 
For one thing, the head of the 
bed should be raised about half 
a foot. Or the patient c a n be 
placed in a sem i-sitting position. 
This places t h e affected limb 
lower than the heart and lets 
gravity aid the flow of blood. 
If circulation is severely im ­ 
paired, an oscillating bed might 
be advisable. 
The limb should be protected 
from infection, pressure and de­ 
hydration. If should be wrapped 


loosely in a layer of cotton wad 
ding kept in place with a roller 
bandage. This will help keep it 
warm. But remem ber, the tem ­ 
perature around, the limb should 
not exceed 92 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Temperature in t h e patient’s 
room should not be permitted to 
get above 90 degrees. 


Don’t Apply Heat 
Don’t apply heat directly to the 
affected part unless ordered to 
do so by your doctor. And don't 
elevate the limb without orders. 
Perhaps your doctor will advise 
use of a heatin^ pad on the ab­ 
domen if he thinks reflex heat 
m ay be beneficial. Or perhaps he 
will suggest im m ersing the arms 
in hot water if the feet are af­ 
fected. This, too, provides reflex 
h e a t without applying warmth 
directly to the affected part. 
Smoking 
should 
be b anned. 
Whiskey and brandy, howev e r. 
might aid circulation

state's penal system will be re­ 
moval of the Ohio Penitentiary 
from downtown Columbus 
to a 
rural site 
Porterfield, director of the State 
Department 
of 
Mental 
Hygiene 
and Correction, made the state­ 
ment in connection with release 
of an architect’s sketch of the 
proposed 
11-million dollar 
south­ 
ern Ohio reformatory near Leb­ 
anon 
The director said the Lebanon 
institution is designed 
to house 
1,500 men 
"The new Marion Correctional 
Institution, which is currently tak­ 
ing 
selected 
inmates 
from 
the 
Ohio Penitentiary, will serve in­ 
stead as the reformatory for north­ 
ern Ohio,” Porterfield said 
"The 
Ohio 
Penitentiary 
will 
serve southern Ohio and the Ohio 
State Reformatory at 
Mansfield 
will become the penitentiary for

For Women To Start Soon 


WASHINGTON (JU—’Women tov 
fred by Social Security will &oon 
be able to begin drawing retire­ 
ment payments at age 62 in the 
first break from the age 65 dead­ 
line fixed when the program was 
set up 2i) years ago. 
The change, sponsored by Dem­ 
ocratic leaders, was embodied in 
the Social Security bill passed by 
Congress on the day it adjourned 
and since signed by President Ei­ 
senhower. 
The bill makes no change in 
age 65 retirement for men 
How­ 
ever, one provision gives a break 
to married men who expect to re 
reive retirement cheeks under So­ 
cial Security. It will permit their 
wives to start getting the wife’s 
benefit at age 62, Until now. the 
wife had to wait until she her 
self reached 65 
Under the 
new law qualified 
women between 62 and 65 will be 
able to begin receiving payments 
starting in December. The age 62 
retirem ent is optional. 
For one group of women, wid­ 
ows of deceased wokers covered 
by Social Security, the new law 
provides payments at 62 equiva­ 
lent to the full amount they now 
receive at 65. 
The widow’* benefit amounts to 
three fourths of what her husband 
would have beep entitled to at re­ 
tirem ent Thus, if he were eligible 
for the m aximum, $101.50 a month, 
she would receive $61 40 
* 


Women workers and wives of 
retired workers must take a re­ 
duced rate of payment for life if 
they go on the rolls before 65 
Women workers retiring at 62 
will receive 80 per cent of the 
full age 65 payment. For those 
entitled 
to 
the 
$108 50-a.month 
maximum at 65, age 62 retire­ 
ment would mean a monthly pay­ 
ment for life of $67. 
For each month beyond 62 that 
the workers waited to go on the 
rolls, however, she would get an 
additional five ninths of I per cent 
of her full payment rate. Thus a 
recipient entitled to the maximum 
payment would get $94 a month 
if she retired at age 63. or HOI

WASHINGTON IB—Women cov 
«red by Social Security will soon 
he able to begin drawing retire­ 
ment payments at age 62 in the 
first break from the age 65 dead­ 
line fixed when the program was 
act up 20 years ago. 
The change, sponsored by Dem­ 
ocratic leaders, was embodied in 
the Social Security bill passed by 
Congress on the day it adjourned 
and since signed by President E i­ 
senhower. 
The bill makes no change in 
age 65 retirement for men 
How­ 
ever, one provision gives a break 
to married men who expect to re­ 
ceive retirement checks under So­ 
cial Security. It will permit their 
wives to start getting the wife’s 
benefit at age 62. Until now. the 
wife had to wait until she her- 
aelf reached 65 
Under the 
new 
law 
qualified 
women between 62 and 65 will be 
able to begin receiving payments 
starting in December. The age 62 
retirement is optional. 


Fo r one group of women, wid­ 
ows of deceased wokers covered 
by Social Security, the new law 
provides payments at 62 equiva­ 
lent to the full amount they now 
receive at 65. 
The widow’s benefit amounts to 
three fourths of what her husband 
would have beeh entitled to at re­ 
tirement Thus, if he were eligible 
for the maximum, $108.50 a month, 
she would receive $81.40. - 


Women workers and wives of 
retired workers must take a re­ 
duced rate of payment for life if 
they go on the rolls before 65. 


Women workers retiring at 62 
will receive 80 per cent of the 
full age 65 payment. For those 
entitled 
to 
the 
$108 50-a-month 
maximum at 65, age 62 retire­ 
ment would mean a monthly pay­ 
ment for life of $87. 


For each month beyond 62 that 
the workers waited to go on the 
rolls, however, she would get an 
additional five ninths of 1 per cent 
of her full payment rate. Thus a 
recipient entitled to the maximum 
payment would get $94 a month 
if she retired at age 63, or $101 
at age 64.

would receive 75 per cent of her 
age 65 payment if she elected to 
go on the rolls at 62. For each 
morith that she waited after reach­ 
ing 62, her payment would be in­ 
creased 25 thirty-sixths of 1 per 
cent.

month, would get $40 50 instead of 


the $54.30 which she would be paid

wife went on the rolls at 62 as 
compared with the $162.80 
they 
would receive if she waited until 
age 65. If the wife began receiv­ 
ing payments at 63, the monthly 
check would be $154 if she started 
at age 64, it would be $158.
